PREPARATIONS FOR FINAL CERE- 
MONIES COMPLETED.

INDIANAPOLIS, March 14.—The ar- 
rangements for the funeral of Gen. 
Harrison have been completed. The 
body will lie in state at the Capitol 
Saturday from 11 o'clock in the morn- 
ing until 10 o'clock in the evening, and 
the funeral services will be held from 
the First Presbyterian Church Sunday 
afternoon at 2 o'clock, Rev. M. L. 
Haines officiating. 

The event will not only be of na- 
tional interest, but one of international 
im portance. are reaching 
the family of the dead statesman from 


be attended by 
many of the noted men of the United 
States. President McKinley and mem- 
bers of his Cabinet will be here. Gov. 
Yates of Illinois telegraphed that he 
would be here, attended by his staff. 
Gov. Nash of Ohe. w'th his staff, will 
attend the funeral. Gov. Durbin this 
afternoon sent a notice of Gen. Har- 
rison's death to the governors of many 
of the States, and it is the belief that 
a majority of these will come. Several 
members of Gen. Harrison's Cabinet 
have sent word that they will attend, 
and it is the intention to have them 
act as honorary pallbearers. The rail- 
roads have arranged for.a rate of one 
fare for the round trip, which win 
have the effect of greatly increasing 
the crowds. 

Many different State and national 
organizations held meetings today and 
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WASHINGTON. Arguments in Call-

The Superintendent of public Schools 
has issued an order recommending that 
a part of Friday be devoted to the life 
and services of Gen. Harrison, and 
that the teachers speak of his life in 
connection with the histroy of 
United States, of his services 4s a sol- 
dier, as Senator and as President of 
the United States. 

County offices will be closed Satur- 
day at 1 o’clock in honor of Gen. Har- 
rison. Mayor 
special Council meeting for tomorrow 
morning to take action. The Stat: Bar 
Association has issued an order re- 
quiring that the circuit courts through- 
out the State be closed Saturday. 

The body will lie in state at the Cap- 
itol Saturday from 11 o'clock in the 
morning until 10 o'clock at night. Ar- 
rangements have been completed, and 
the body will be taken from the home 
Saturday morning. accompanied by a 
military escort, composed of the Na- 
tional Guard and Grand Army posts. 
Orders have been issued for the mobil- 
ization of the entire National Guard. 
Saturday there will be a military dis- 
play, but the exercises Sunday will be 
unostentatious. 

All the members of Gen. Harrison's 
Cabinet have been heard from with the 
exception of Redfield Proctor, who is 
now in Cuba. Telegrams have been 
received from B. F. Tracey, Secretary 
of the Navy; Charles Foster, Secre- 
tary of the Treasury; John W. Noble, 
Secretary of the Interior; S. B. ins, 
Secretary of War; John W. ter, 
Secretary of State, ang John Wana- 
maker, Postmaster-General. 

Ex-President Cleveland has tele- 
graphed that it will be impossible for 
him to attend the funeral. Telegrams 
have been received from Gov. Beck- 
ham of Kentucky, Gov. Nash of Ohio, 
Gov. Dietrich of Nebraska and others. 
Among telegrams received from for- 
eign lands are those from T. Laggettau, 
€ommissioner from Porto Rico, and 
Count Von Holleben, imperial German 
Ambassador. 

Flags are at half-mast and buildings 
are draped in mourning. While the 
body lies in state tomorrow morning, 
all the merchants in the city will drape 
their places in mourning and business 
practically will be suspended. The 
burial will be private. 


Late this afternoon W. H. Miller, 
Russell Harrison, Secretary Tibbetts 
and Col. Ransdell, who is in constant 
attendance at the Harrison home, 
visited an undertaking establishment, 
selected a casket and gave directions 


decided on. It was made of red cedar, 
and is provided with a copper lining, 
which makes the compartment abso- 
lutely airtight. Over the copper is a 
silk lining on which the body will rest. 

The casket is decorated at the cor- 
ners with simple hand-carved mould- 
ing. The top is absolutely plain, and 
the only ornament will be a plain oxy- 
dized plate, on which will be engraved 
the words: 

“Benjamin Harrison.” 
“*1833-—1901."" 

The covering is of black broadcloth. 
Heavy oxydized handles and ornaments 
will be used. The casket complete will 
weigh nearly three hundred pounds. 
A heavy red cedar outside box will be 
used with the casket. It will be de- 


posited in an air-tight vault, and the 


casket will then be placed inside. The 
casket will be removed to the home 
tomorrow afternoon, and the body will 
then be dressed for burial and be placed 
in it. The body will “emain in the 
room where the death occurred and 
where it has since rested, until after 
it has been placed in the casket, when 
it will de taken to the double pariors 
on the south side of the house. Here 
it will remain til’ Saturday morn- 
taken to the State 
House to lie in state all that day and 
until 10 o'clock that night. It will 
again be deposited there on the return 
from the Capitol. 

Four black horses will be used to 
draw the hearse, which will be draped 
in black. A large American flag will 
be thrown over the top of the funeral 
car, falling down about the sides.

CLOVERPORT (Ky.,) March 14.— 
The bursting of a natural gas pipe at 
midnight started a fire that destroyed 
property worth $500,000. The greater 
part of this little town was completely 
wiped out, and over a thousand per- 
sons, about one-half the population, 


until a special relief train from Louis- 
ville reacher here. The heaviest loser 
is the American Tobacco Company, 
which lost two ‘large stemmeries and 
1,000,000 pounds of tobacco. The com- 
pany’s loss has not be estimated. 
Bucket brigades were formed. and 
men and women alike fought the flames 
valiantly, but to no purpose. Ex- 
hausted women and children huddled in 
little groups wherever shelter could be 
found from the biting cold of the night 
and early morning. Neighboring towns 
were asked for assistance in fighting 
the fire. but before it could be ren- 
dered the high wind had swept the 
flames through the place, making the 
devastation complete. 


Railroad learned that hundreds of peo- 
ple were homeless, they ordered every 
available coach between Louisville and 
Henderson hurried to Cloverport, and 
in these the unfortunates will for the 
time being make their homes. The 
management also sent 5000 
bread and other food. Not a store was 
left in town where a mouthful of food 
could be obtained. Adjt.-Gen. Murray 
telegraphed that 500 tents had been 
dispatched from Frankfort, and the 
authorities at Louisville wired that a.

This debate exposed him to an un- 
expected attack from Lord Lansdowne, 
and Lord Wolseley came out as some 
of the British generals did from the 
Boer ambuscade. He is now com- 
pelled, in self-defense, to return to the 
subject and to reply to Lord Lans- 
downe’s charges. He has been con- 
sulting with Lord Rosebery and other 
friends, and may cause the govern- 
ment much annoyance. The Minis- 
ters are not pleased with the turn 
which affairs have taken, and Lord 
Lansdowne will probably be urged to 
maintain self-restraint. 

At the outbreak of the war, the In- 
telligence Department was held re- 
sponsible for miscalculationg regard- 
ing the Boer resources, but reports now 
in print prove that it was not at fault. 
Lords Wolseley and Lansdowne and 
Chamberlain and the entire Cabinet 
were caught in the Boer ambuscade, 
and should be held jointly responsible 
for lack of judgment in underestimat- 
ing the magnitude of the military oper- 
ations in South Africa.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 14. — 
Charles M. Hays, president of the 
Southern Pacific Company, who has 
just returned from the ast, said in an 
interview: “I do not think the T'nion 
and Central Pacifics are to be merged, 
As to the Southern Pacific closing the 
Ogden gateway to all lines save the 
Union Pacific, the rumor is all bosn.“ 
He added that while the Union Pacific 
will have a voice in the Southern Fa- 
cific’s affairs, the company teiations 
with its other connections wiil continue 
undisturbed. 

Mr. Hays says that Gov. Torres of 
Sonora, whom he met in Mexico, wants 
the Southern Pacific to build an (x 
tension in the southwest to Mazatlan, 
an important Pacific port of Mexico, 
so that the line may be used as a mili- 

road by the Mexican government. 
In the opinion of Mr. Hays, such a road 
may be constructed by the Southern 
Pacific. The company is figuring on a 
branch line 110 miles long in Sonora, to 
Map some valuable coal beds. 

Docks are to be built at Guaymas, the 
terminal of the Senora branch of the 
Southern Pacific on the Gulf of Califor- 
nia. When completed Mr. Hays says 
the Pacific Mail's Central American 
business will go east and to Europe via 
Guaymas, Benson and El Paso, instead 
of through this port. This route wll 
be shorter and avoid mountainous lines. 

E. D. Dickinson, general manager of 
the Union Pacific road, will leave here 
today in a special train for a tour of 
inspection over the coast division of the 
Southern Pacific. 


CABLE TO SKAGWAY. 
SPEEDY LAYING AUTHORIZED.

BOLD CHINESE MURDER. 

SIX ASSASSINS ARE JAILED.

SAN JOSE, March 14.—Lee Wing, an 
industrious and inoffensive Chinaman, 
employed for twenty years as a cook 
in the families of T. EBliard Beans and

Britain's Colonial Secretary Hints at 
His Dream of Empire in Encouraging | 


Female Emigration to South Africa 
and His Majesty’s Colonies. 


{RY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.! 

LONDON. March 14.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.} At a meeting today of the 
British Woman's Emigration Society, 
Colonial Secretary Chamberlain advo- 
cated the emigration of English women 
to the colonies, and recommended that 
the work be greatly expanded. He 
also recommended the raising of a 
special fund for the purpose of en- 
couraging the emigration of women to 
South Africa. 

Chamberlain said he thought the 
time had errived when the bulk of 
England’s emigration should go to 
~ her own colonies. He 
pointed out that there were over a mil- 
lion more women than men in Great 
Eritain. The natural result was that 
the extra women were debarred from 
the fullness of life here, and were 
jostling one another in the struggle for 
existence. On the other hand, in the 
colonies, the disproportion between the 
male and femele population was just 
the reverse. 

In South Africa, everything had been 
stopped by the war, but he looked For- 
ward to a speedy return of a better 
state of affairs. When that time came, 
there would be, in all human. prob- 
ability, an enormous development of 
that country, such as South Africa had 
never seen. Great Britain would be 
sending thousands of her best and 


most energetic men there. 


“It is not too much to say,” declared 
Chamberlain, “that the and 
comfort of these men, and the tone 
cf society there would depend largely 
on the emigration of women from 


England. 


Chamberlain recommended the 
lishment of voluntary committees for 
the purpose of giving vice to women 
who were desirous of emigrating, a 
work, he declared, that was worthy 
of the dest traditions of Great 
Britain.

Good Work Delayed by 
Factional Strife.

A hitch has occurred in the proceed - 
ings of the Children’s Hospital Society 
which threatens the life of the organ- 
ization, as originally planned. It is 
now about three months since the so- 
ciety had its birth. At that time it was 
confidentially announced that a hospi- 
tal would be erected and equipped and 
be ready for the reception of poor sick 
or crippled children within the shot 
space of six weeks. But up to this 
date even the site of the proposed hos- 
pital has not been selected, and it is 
hard to tell now when work on the 
worthy and much-needed charity will 
be actually commenced. 

The cause of the vexatious delay 


t. | seems to be, primarily, a wrangle into 


which the ladies having the matter in 
charge have become involved over the 
question of bylaws. A code of by.aws 
setting forth the aims of the society 
and prescribing rules for its govern- 
ment was adopted at the initial meet.ng 
of the society in December. These by- 
laws provided for a board of fifteen 
women as managers, and for five male 
trustees.

TOO MANY BYLAWS. 

Dr. Anderson, itis alleged, found flaws 
in the original bylaws adopted by the 
society, so she took counsel with 
Charles Cassat Davis, Esq., who drew 
up a new set remedying the defects in 
the old and making them comply with 
the laws of California. These amended 
bylaws she submtted to the board of 
managers for their government, but 
they refused to accept them, as they 
found that the function and duties of 
the managers as they understood them 
were materially curtailed and modified 
by the new code.. When Dr. Anderson 
was requested to return the draft of 
the original bylaws she failed to pro- 
duce it, and the board had no copy. 
The doctor is alleged to have burned 
the old bylaws because she was ad- 
vised by her attorney that they were 
invalid. 

Thus left without a guide or rudder, 
the managers tried their own hand at 

drawing up a set of bylaws. They fol- 
lowed as nearly as they could remem- 
ber the original draft, but added a 
clause providing for the expulsion of 
any unruly or objectional member of 
the society. Dr. Anderson and her 
principal supporters seemed to think 
this clause was aimed at them. The 
framers of the instrument disclaimed 
that it contained any personal allu- 
sions. Nevertheless the incident did 
not serve to quiet the troubled waters. 

The set of bylaws originally adopted 
having been destroyed, and neither of 
the others—the ones proposed by Dr. 
Anderson and those formulated by the 
board of managers—having been adopted 
by the society, the organization re- 
mains somewhat at sea as to its form 
of government, and all work is prac- 
tically at a standstill. 

ANOTHER BONE OF CONTENTION. 

Another bone of contention has been 
the selection of a site for the hospital, 
and its manner of administration. One 
gentleman of means and charitable im- 
pulses practically offered to donate a 
site adjoining the Medical College on 
Buena Vista street, and to furnish 
plans for the building which he had 
already drawn. The board of man- 
agers, or the majority of them at 
least, are said to have favored the ac- 
ceptance of this proposition, until some 
better one should be. received, at least, 
but Dr. Anderson and her adherents 
opposed it. One advantage e gued in 
its favor was that the staff of the 

medical school so one by could be de-

A special meeting of the society 
called by what is termed the Ander- 
son faction was held at the Woman's 
Club house Monday to consider some 
of the grave questions which had 
arisen. Mrs. Brainerd, the president, 
who is classed as one of the leaders 
of the dissenters from Dr. Anderson's 
programme, was not present, as she 
left for the East a few days prior to 
the meeting. Miss Wills, the first 
vice-president, was also ‘absent. The 
second vice-presidnt, Mrs. Baruch, 

therefore, presided. She is a lady of 
much tact and conducted the meeting 
so that no clash or the least showing 
of ill feeling manifested itself. In fact 
it seemed like a most harmonious 
gathering. The Anderson faction, how- 
pie. was in the majority, and voted 

to reject the Buena Vista-street site. 
MORE BYLAWS. 

The bylaws difficulty was disposed 
of by appointing a committee of three 
lawyers to draw up a new set to take 
the place of the three conflicting. sets 
previously drafted and left in uncer- 
tain stages of development. The at- 
torneys selected for the task are J. W. 
Mitchell, R. N. Bulla and C. C. Davis 
It was stated yesterday that the sec- 
retary had not yet notified these gen- 
tlemen of the onerous work requested 
of them and that she would probably 
not do so, and that Mrs. Baruch did 
not feel it incumbent vron her as the 
presiding officer to tak,“ the initiative. 

It was furthermore stated that the 
meeting was “packed” in order to over- 
ride the board of managers, and that 
when Mrs. Brainerd returns from the 
East in the near future, the majority 
of the board will probably resign and 
that the society will practically have 

be reorganized before the work of 
establishing the hospital can be gotten 
fairly under way.

In India, when a new prophet comes 
down from the Himalaya Mountains 
and begins to stir up the people, or- 
ders are issued to suppress him at 
once. He is either captureed by the 
military and banished from the prov- 
imce, or arrested by the civil authori- 
tles and immured in a dungeon until 
forgotten. The English in India are 
arbitrary and autocratic. They realize 
that they are living over a volcano 
which may spout flame and death any 
hour. They move quickly and strike 


hard, 

The coming of a prophet means pop- 
ular — and conspira- 
cies—rekindling of the flames of hatred 
—danger to the English rule. Strong 
hands must be laid on the holy man 
at once. Perhaps there will be resist- 
ance, and a score of natives will be 
killed, and the resistance may even 
grow into an incipient rebellion, but the 
English put it down, bury the dead, 
and give out nothing for pubiication. 
To rule India without gloves of steel 
would be to lose her in a year. 

When the Prophet Rajmahal came 
down to the province of Behar from his 
mountain retreat, in which he claimed 
to have slept and dreamed for twenty 
years, intense excitement followed in 
his track. He headed straight for Moor- 
shedabad, on the Ganges, to visit the 
ruins of an ancient temple and the 
tombs of his long-dead ancestors, but 
he was headed off sixty miles to the 
north of that place. A lieutenant in the 
Sixth Rifles had been detalied with 
half the troop on this special duty. 

While it is true that most of the so- 
called prophets and holy men wander- 
ing about India are fakirs of the worst 
sort, who stir up excitement and sedi- 
tion for the money there is in it. it is 
also true that a few of them are earn- 
est and conscientious and should de 
dealt with harshiy only after argument 
has been exhausted. The lieutenant 
found the Prophet Rajmahal to be a 
venerable and  distinguished-looking 
man. His age must have been 80 years 
or more, and yet he was sturdy and 
upright, and had a voce itke a ela- 
rion. He was a fluent speaker, full of 
argument, reason and appeal, and he 
was lighting a flame of zeal in every 
village he through. He utterty 
refused any cash contributions, lived 
on what the dogs would hardly eat, 
and addressed the people without fear 

of consequences. He dreamed of 
emancipation and a new ruler. It was 
sedition straight from the shoulder, 
and in less than a month he coud set 
the whole province in rebellion.

HE DAYS OF OLD. 

‘ publication of the 
Historfcal Society of Southern Cali- 
fornia, just issued, contains a number 
of interesting papers relating to old 
times in Los Angeles, that have been 
read before the society during the past 
year. The old-timers are rapidly go- 
ing off, and euch historical recollec- 
tions as these will become more valu- 
able from year to year. 

The curator of the society, in his 
report, again deplores the fact that so 


little has been done to facilitate the 


work of the scclety, which, during the 
past eightecn yearr. has been kept up 
by a few public-spirited men and wo- 
men of limited financial means. Dur- 
ing that period four complete volumes 
of local history have been published, 
which are eagerly sought for by pub- 
lie libraries. The valuable collection 
of the society is now boxed up, for 
want of room, in the Courthouse, and 
the meetings of the society are held 
at the residences of members. : 
Nearly all the larger States of the 
Union and many of the smaller ones 


| have State historical societies, sup- 


ported by appropriations from the 
public funds. California, whose 
history is, perhaps, more varied 
and interesting than that of any 
other State in the Union, has 
none. The State of Wisconsin has 
spent more than a million dollars on 
her historical library and museum, and 
in erecting a magnificent histori- 
ol society building. The Oregon 
Legislature recently appropriated 
$500 to aid her State historical 
society, and Montana spends $2500 a 
year on hers.

TY ATTENTION was called last 
More-« to ar. orchard of orange

I had 
never heard the purity of the strain 
im those trees questioned until this sea- 
gon, and do not believe that the owner 
is Justified in rebudding them.

A Startling Situation, 

Fourteen days from Los Angeles to 
Chicago! Nearly two and one-half 
times as long as was required by the 
railroads two years ago to transport 
oranges across the continent,” and 
about four times as long as the con- 
dition of the fruit will bear this season. 


In the most expeditious service now 


enjoyed (7) it requires nine days to 
deliver citrus fruits to Mississippi Val- 
ley pointe—three days in excess of the 
time required under the perfect service 
of other days. Do the railroad man- 
agers not see that this state of affairs 
is simply ruinous to Southern Califor- 
mas greatest industry? And will they 
not apply every possible force to set 
things aright, and prevent waste and 
destruction to the fruit now so long 
delayed in transit that it arrives in 
hopeless condition? Not only is the 
time of transit too long, but the condi- 
tidns along the way are destructive. 
Were the cars kept moving every day 
during the maximum of fourteen days, 
the fruit would receive less damage. 
But, according to the old schedule it is 
kept sidetracked half the time, which 
is more fatal to the fruit than twice 
the time in constant motion. It is a 
period of critical reality that is now 
upon the citrus-fruit industry, made 
doubly menacing by the poor condition 
of the fruit. It is idle, as far as this 
crop is concerned, to discuss the causes 
that have led to the poor carrying 
qualities ofthe oranges. It is enough 
to say that a large portion of the fruit 
could be put upon the market and d 
at reasonable rates could it be delivered 
in fair shape to the trade. The ship- 
pers pay a freight tariff sufficient to 
secure thdir fruit products preferred 
service, and nothing but impossibilities 
should deter the transportation com- 
panies from supplying it. Upon what 
lines the verdict as to what consti- 
tute possibilities is to be drawn, pubile 
opinicn will shape itself when the evi- 
dence is all in, but that will be too late 
to effect the distribution of this crop. 
Meantime the traffic managers should 
exert every pound of energy their of- 
fices can command, not to furnish 
empty cars alone, for that is incidental, 
but to put the fruit through ‘ market 
in a condition that will avert the great 
calamity that now seems about to over- 
whelm the orange and lemon industry 
for the balance of this season.

Loquats Abundant. 

Never were loquats so early, abun- 
dant and fine upon the local markets 
as they are this week. Improvement 
in thie line of fruits has been remark- 
able. The origination of the Ad- 
vance,” by C. P. Taft, has raised the 
quality to a degree as remarkable as 
did the development of the Washing- 
ton navel orange among citrus fruits.

Laundry Irrigation. : 

A subscriber asks if water from a 
laundry is harmful to orange trees 


yet many readers may find an answer 
of interest. The use of sewage water js 
beneficial, inasmuch as the deleterious 
elements that it may contain have a 
tendency to neutralize or assimila‘e 
themselves into compounds of well- 
known fertilizing powers, in addition to 
the pure fertilizing agents the water 
may contain. This characteristic ex- 
plains in part the freedom from bac- 
terial influence of fijtrated sewag> 
water. The water fr: ma launiy, w. 
ever, contains a preponderance o alka- 
line substance from the use of soap 
in the wash. Acids will assimilate and 
make avaijable the fertilizing elements 
of other substances; alkaloids never, 
but they rather assist in the formation 
of salts with what little acids the 
clothes might contain. The use of soapy 
water upon trees is thought beneficial, 
but that idea probably arises from its 
use as an insecticide. I have noticed 
that orange trees to which the weekly 
Wash water is constantly applied do 
not produce the best of fruit. Its use 
may not be detrimental to the appear- 
ance of the tree, for such is its native 
v r that an abundant wood growth 

occur under almost any treatment. 
Alkalies are ingly caustic, and 
should these elements in the laundry 
water be strong enough to form into 
the anhydrous, or waterless state, they 
would not only be of no use as a fer- 
tilizer, but would destroy the tissue of 
the orange roots, as was experienced in 
the use of the water from Lake Elsi- 
nore. The gentleman who makes the 
above query is in a position now to get 
plenty of pure well water, and I would 
advise

Saitta’s | 
It ap that the importers of Sic ly 


lemons are not to give up the struggle 
to demonstrate the superiority of im- 
ported fruits. S. Saitta, a lemon broker 
of New York, has issued a challenge in 
which he proposes to forfeit $500 to any 
one who shall prove that the California 
lemon has more citric acid than the 
Sicily fruit. Much is being made of the 
challenge in the eastern trade Hapers, 
which claim that California must put 
up or shut up. The superiority of one 


over. the other is not an easy thing to 


establish. It would require the analysis 
of the greater portion of the fruit f: om 
each country, from the fact that the 
condition of the fruit is not the same at 
All times, nor at all seasons. The pub- 
lic has been convinced, however, that 
the California lemon is unexcelled in 
its contents of acid and other valuabie 
elements, and that is enough to fix the 
status of the fruit for all time. There 
is one pretty little turn in Saitta's chal- 
lenge that should be taken into account. 
He says that in order to secure that 2500 
the demonstrator must prove to my 
satisfaction that the California lemon 
esses as much citric acid as the 
cily lemon.” That is a pretty bard 
chemist to run 
net, as it would be difficult to con- 

nce a foreign broker in this matter 
against his will. The Italian must sus- 
pect that the well-known climatic con- 
ditions prevailing this winter did not 
leave the lemon at its usual point of 
efficiency for a test of this character, 
and decided to retrieve lost ground 
while the signs were right for hs 
scheme. However, there are a large 
number of places in Southern Califor- 
nia which can supply lemons of such 
grade that a test of their quality 
make Saitta part from his 


Horticulture Paramceunt. 

In seeking to bring the railroads to 
a realization of the paramount impor- 
tance ot the citrus fruit interests, a 
parallel might be drawn that would 
warn the fruit growers of the necessity 
of holding down fruit importations to 
the minimum. They must arm them- 
telves with the fact that other coun- 
tries protect their agricultural interests 
by import duties, bounties and indirect 
subsidies of various character. This 
is in recognition of the principle set 
forth in another form in a preceding 
paragraph, that the permanent pros- 
perity of every other interest rests 
upon the proper development and sus- 
tenance of the agricultural interests. 
The recognition of this fact induced 
the encouragement of beet-sugar pro- 
duction in this country by the giving 
of a bounty upon the sugar produced. 
In one of the late years of the decade 
just closed if required every bushel of 
wheat and every pound of flour ex- 
ported from the United States to pay 
for the foreign sugar used during that 
year in this country. Nothing was 
gained in national wealth from the ex- 
portation of wheat and flour. If the 


tariff’ upon fruits were modified, or 
wiped ot, it would make an immense 
‘nroad upon our exported barley, cats, 


rye, hops, oil, oleomargarines, butter, 
cheese and meats to pay for the heavy 
importations of oranges, lemons, 
raisins, prunes and dried fruits that 
would follow, and the Californian, so 
far from his markets, would be left 
holding the empty sack besides. The 
public of Southern California must be 
taught that horticultural interests are 
paramount, and to sustain them in 
every legitimate way. If it is not 
learned in advance it will be from dis- 
astrous and irrevocable results.

A New York fruit importer 
has been seen here frequently during 
the winter months, and he has left no 
stone unturned in using rsua- 
sive powers corivincing parties of 
prominence to exercise their infiu- 
ence in recommending certain reduc- 
tions.

THE FARM. 
Skunk Farms Do not Pay. 

{New York Sun:] A newspaper story 
of the profits made by raising skunks 
tor their skins is giving officials of the 
Agricultural Department no end of 
trouble. It first bobbed up about a 
year ago. It set forth that the Agri- 
cultural Department had been study- 
ing skunk culture, and had found that 
the beasts were more profitable than a 
gold mine. As a result of the story 
the department has received many let- 
ters of inquiry. 

T. 8S. Palmer, assistant chief ot the 
Biological Survey, wants to correct 
this misapprehension. In a report to 
Secretary Wilson he says: 

“Misled by the statements about the 
ra hid increase of skunks and the high 


‘prices paid for their skins many per- 


sons seriously considered the experi- 
ment of starting skunk farms. For 
several years a list has been kept of 
such farms located in various parts of 
the country, but so far as can be 
learned most of them have been aban- 
doned. 
“Raising fur-bearing animals for 
profit is not a new idea. The industry, 
however, has apparently never ad- 
vanced beyond the experimental s 2, 
except in the of the farms for 
raising the Arctic or blue fox, estab- 
lished on certain islands of the coast 
of Alaska. 
“Minks and skunks breed rapidly in 
captivity, but the low price of skins 
make the profits rather smail. Last 
season the higest market 
prime black skunk skins from the 
Northern States averaged about $1.45 
cents each, but white skins sold as low 
as 15 to 20 cents apiece. Skins that 
have much white or which are obtained 
from the Southern States usually bring 
less than a dollar each, a price that 
leaves little margin for profit after 
paying the expenses of raising the ani- 
mal in captivity.” : 


Weight and Measure. 

{American Cultivator:] It is all right 
te guess upon the weather, but when 
an article can be accurately measured 
or weighed, more information can be 
gained in that way than by guessing. 
The use of scales in this country in 
selling cattle is more common than in 
Europe, but it s increasing there. Not 
long ago we noted a guessing contest 
in England on the weight of an ani ‘ 
where only those thought to be expe 
made the trial, and while a few over- 
estimated the weight, more placed it 
too low, and if we remember correctly, 
but one or two, if any, were within 
sixty pounds of the actual weight, a 
very considerable difference in the buy- 
ing or selling value, while the highest 
and lowest figures were very far apart. 

We find a statement in an exchange 
of a test on early potatoes, where a 
= of the field had an application of 

pounds per acre, or $14 worth of a 
fertilizer costing $0 per ton. When 
Aug and lying on the field the general 
opinion was that this part had given 
better yield than that without the fer- 
tiliger, but that the gain did not repay 
the cost of it. The first thought was 
to pick them up without weighing, but 
a curiosity to know how much the loss 
had been finaliy decided the grower in 
weighing the crop on a certain area of 
fertilized and unfertilized land. Much 
te the astonishment of all, the fertil- 
ized part had produced at the rate of 
sixty-two and one-half bushels r 
acre more than the other, and wi 
early potatoes selling at 90 cents a 
bushel, there was a gain of $56.25 per 
acre in the crop, a very good profit for 
Increased cost 
of the labor in putting in the fertilizer 
and handling the extra bushels could 
scarcely have made the profit less than 
$40 per acre by using the fertilizer. 

This reminds us that some years 


ago 
we were called to examine a wheat field, 


on a part of which 200 pounds per 
acre of fertilizer had been used, cost- 
ing $4.50, while the other part had not 
had any fertilizer. The owner thought 
one part as good as the other, while 
we were so confident that there was 
more wheat, larger heads and plumper 
grain on the fertilized part that we 
finally agreed to pay the extra expense, 
if there was any, of having the two 
fields cut and threshed separately, that 
we mighteknow just what the difference 
might be. We think there was over 
nine bushele to the acre, thrashers’ 
measure, and as it was in the days of 
dollar wheat, the pot over cost of 
fertilizer was about $5 per acre. 


Early Breeding. 

LFiorida Agriculturist:] A _ heifer's 
calf is smaller and less hardy than one 
from a mature cow. This is something

Meesuring Land ty Weight. 

{Scientific American:] The area ot 
any piece of land, no matter how ir- 
regular the boundary lines, may be 
accurately ascertained by means of a 
delicate balance as follows: Make a 
drawing of the plat of ground on paste- 
board, to a given scale, say four square 
rods to one inch: Cut from some part 
of the sheet of pastboard a piece ex- 
actly one inch square, which represents 
one acre or four square rods, Also cut 
out the plat as drawn. Weigh the 
square and the plat. The number of 
times the weight of the square is con- 
tained in the weight of the plat indi- 


cates the area of the land. For ex- 
ample, if the square which resents 
one acre weighs twenty ns, and 


the plat weighs 240 grains, then the 
plat contains twelve acres.

Russian government controls 
the sugar industry of its country, not 
only a lutely, but in the most direct 
way, and by the most intimate 
clation with it: 
“First— Russian government 
fixes the maximum price at which 
sugar may be sold at home. 
“Second—The Russian government 
fixes the quantity of sugar that must 
pass into domestic consumption. Part 
of the balance is held as a reserve to 
go into consumption in case the de- 
mand exceeds the amount originally 
set aside for the home market. The 
rest may be exported or sold at home, 
after paying an extra tax, which is 
so high as to compel exportation. 
‘“Third—The Russian im- 
x on 


poses an internal revenue 
sugar. 

“Fourth—The Ruesian government 
does not collect this tax on sugar 
exported from the country, which may 
thus be exported at actual cost of 
production, plus carrying charges. 

“Fifth—The Russian government 
recognizes the syndicate of manu- 
facturers, and sanctions the proceeding 
whbereby this syndicate to 
each factory the share of the domestic 
market, which it may supply with its 
product. 

“Sixth—The Russian vernment 
sanctions t proceeding whereby this 
syndicate bases the share of the do- 
mestic market allotted to each fac- 
tory, upon the amount of sugar 
duced such factory the pre 
year. greater its previous pro- 
duction, the greater its share of the 
high-priced and very profitable domes- 
tio market. The factories are 
spurred to produce in excess of do- 
mestic demands, finding an easy outlet 
for their surplus by exporting it. Ow- 
ing to the profits realized in the do- 
mestic market, they can afford to ex- 


a loss, since by icreasing their ex- 


ports, which implies increasing their 
production, they increase their 
share of the dom market, based 


on previous production. 

: enth—The Russian government, 
by the official syndicate, requires cer- 
tificates to be furnished of the 
amounts of suger exported. Now, one 
factory is so situated that, owing to 
density of population, — of lvi 
of people, shipping facilities, soil 
climate, labor conditions, etc., it can 
sell in the domestic market at a much 
greater profit than another, whereas 
the other is so situated that it can 
éxport its product at much less cost 
than the first. If, therefore, an ar- 
rangement can be made whereby the 
first factory can sell its entire product, 
or a large part of it, in the domestic 
market, and the second factory can 
export its entire product, or a 
part of it, the arrangement is mutually 
profitable, especially to the first fac- 
— fi which can afford to pay the sec- 
ond one a handsome bonus for such 
an arrangement. This is done very 
extensively, by the second factory ex- 
porting more than its share under the 
avportionment by the official syndi- 
cate, the first factory. on the other 
hand, exporting less than its “hare, or 
not at all, and equalizing the varia- 
tion from their apportionment by the 
second factory transferring to the 
first a corresponding amount of ex- 
port certificates, receiving for them a 
geod price. An extensive traffic 1 
export certificates is thus created,

PRACTICAL FORESTRY. 

Training Foresters. 

[New Tork Journal:! A sum- 
mer schoo’ forestry has deen 
estabiishea by Yale University at Mil- 
ford, Pa., There is intended to impart 
informatior, upon what might be 
termed a branch of farming, of which 
very little but ignorance prevails at 
present. The rapid exhaustion of our 
wood supply makes the question of tree 
culture more important every year. 

The Yale summer school of forestry 
will give instruction of owners of wood- 
land, farmérs, lumbermen and others 
who wish to obtain a Kknowledze of the 
principles of foreatry and a practical 
acquaintance with the care and tend- 
ing of woodlands and with tree plant- 


The school is thoroughly equipped 
for the purposes of instruction. It has 
a hall that will seat 100 persons. This 
will be used for general lectures. There 
are two smaller rooms, one for a lab- 
oratory, the other a library. For prac- 
tical instruction James W. Pinchot, 
the patron of the school, has given the 
use of 4 tract of about sixty acres of 
woodland, and also considerabie 1 
ground, for work in tree planting. For 
pupils who desire to live in camp, tents 
Will be furnished by the school, and 
board provided at a reasonable rate. 

There will be five courses of instruc- 
tion. The first ts in forest botany, by 
Prof. Toumey. The particular feature 
of the course will be field excursions 
to familiarize the students with trees 
and their habits. A study in the fleid 
Will also be made of the effect of plant 
parasites upon tree growth, and the 
part taken by herbage and shrubs in 
the forest. Prof. Graves will give a 


principles and practical methods of es- 
tablishing and treating woodlands. The 


provement of the character and com- 
position of the forest, and for the re- 
production ot desirable species. Prof. 
Graves will give a course in forest 
measurements. 

Another course, called the “Introduc- 
tion to Forestry,” will be given by 
Prof. Toume.. the purpose of which 
will be to make clear to the student 
what forestry is and its true scope and 
function in the United States. The 
eourse will be presented entirely in lec- 
tures. Speciai attention wili be given 
to the importance of forestry for the 
public welfare, the forest products of 
the United States, the consumption of 
wood and tit. ber, and the supply and 
the effect of forest growth on soil, on

used to protect forests against them.

Is a ques- 
tion that will naturally 
answer is found in the generosity of 
four or five well-to-do Dunkers, who | 
founded the college, and who have 
met all its obligations out of their 
A purses for the last ten years. 
t is stated that these men have ex- 


pended $60,000 up to the t time 
for the luxury of maintain a Dunker 
college at Lordsburg. The nkers, as 


a class, especially those of the old 
school, are regarded as @ non-progres- 
sive, non-enterprising set of people, 
but surely, when a few men without 
hope of pecuniary reward, make so 
liberal a contribution to the cause of 
— some credit must be given 
them. 

The enterprising founders, who have 
niso been trustees of the college, were: 
Daniel Houser, Lordsburg; David Kuns, 
Lordsburg: J. 8 Kuns, Covina; A. Over- 
heltzer, Lordsburg, and 8. A. Over- 
holtzer, Covira; the latter died April 
14, 1900. These men were among the 
earltiest Dunker settlers in Southern 
California, They are men of means and 
they have cheerfuily met the deficits 
accruing from year to year in the run- 
ning of the college. Teachers’ salaries 
and all other expenses have been 
promptly paid, and so long as they 
should see fit to maintain the institu- 
tion at thelr own expense, it would 
matter little whether there were ten 
pupils or one thousand, so far as the 
general public are concerned. 

OBLIGATIONS KEPT. 

When these five men decided to found 
the college, they obiigated themselves 
to keep the institution alive for ten 
years, by which time they hoped it 
would be on a self-supporting basis. 
They kept their obligation, and the 
tenth year is now drawing to a 3 
Their hopes. for various reasons, 
least partly set forth in this art 
have not been fully realized, and it 
would perhaps be expecting too much 
to take it for granted that they will 
continue to sink their money in the 
enterprise without hope of satisfactory 
resu.ts. The founders are growing old, 
and one of their number is already de- 
ceased. Some of the others have no 
reasonable assurance of an extended 
lease of life, and it is but natural, 
therefore, that they should be think- 
ing of withdrawing from an unprofit- 
able undertaking. Steps looking to their 
retirement from practical control of the 
enterprise have already been taken. At 
a meeting recently held, the trustees 
who own the college bufliding, the mam- 
moth Lordsburg Hotel built during the 
boom times, in fee simple, offered to 
make over the property in trust to the 
president of the college, or any one, 
who would raise a donation of $25,000 
and thereafter run the college on its 
own resources. No one seemed to know 
where to look for the $25.000 dona- 
tion, and President Hoover did not feel 
that he could afford to undertake so 
risky a ition. His resignation fol- 
lowed. trustees have not yet an- 
nounced, however, that they will 
close the college after the end of the 
present school year. One of their num- 
ber, J. 8. Kuns of Covina, has just 
started East, and it is possible that 
he will succeed in arousing interest in 
the brotherhood to rehabilitate the col- 
lege and put it on a paying basis.

CHURCH TROUBLES.

TWO CONGREGATIONS. 

There are, in fact, two Dunker 
churches at Lordsburg. The one under 
whose auspices the college has been 
conducted is known officially as the 
German Baptist Brethren denomina; 
tion; the other, simply the the Breth- 
ren. The latter is what is known as 
the progressive branch of the brother- 
hood. The German Baptist Brethren, 
in addition to professing to obey lit- 
erally the commandments of the Savior 
as expressed in the New Testament, 
have also the tenets of their annual 
meeting, or general conference for 
guidance in church discipline. These 
annual meeting rules are very rigid, 
and constitute a constant bone of con- 
tention which is responsible for most 
of the strife and schisms which are 
only to frequent among people who 
are professed non-combatants, and 
whose aim is to dwell in peace and 
harmony with all men. The progres- 
sives do not recognize annual meeting 
as a governing body, and profess to 
follow the Bible solely as their guide. 
The Progressive or Brethren church 
was organized at Lordsburg less than 
a year ago, by Elder Schlissler, a man 
of reputed education and high Chris- 
tian character. He has bullt up a con- 
gregation of seventy members during 
his. brief pastorate, twenty-two of 
whom were recent accessions by bap- 
tism. Many of the younger element of 
the Dunkers who groan under thé 
strict discipline of the German Baptist 
Brethren are uniting with the progres- 
sives. The latter are holding regular 
services at Lordsburg every Sunday, 
and expect soon to erect a new house 
of worship.

No PLAGUE? 


What Experts Found in 
San Francisco. 


Both Dead and Living 
Cases Reported. 


Difference of Opinions Among 


the Doctors— Apparently 
Little Danger. 
(SPECIAL ¢ or THE TIMES.) 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 11.—In the 
early part of 1900 it was claimed by Dr. 
Kinyoun, Federal quarantine officer at 
the port of San Francisco, that bu- 
bonic plague existed in Chinatown. 
This belief was acquiesced in by the 
City Health Board, and denied by the 
State Board of Health. The City 
Health Board and Dr. Kinyoun claim 
to have found twenty-four genuine 
cases of bubonic plague between Feb- 
ruary 21, 1900, and January 31. 1901. 
According to the published report of 
the board no two of these cases, with 
one exception, were found in the same 
house, and there was nothing to indi- 
cate that the cases were caused either 
by contagion or infection, one from the 
other. 
The matter was brought to the atten- 
tion of the Marine Hospital Bureau at 
Washington, and through this bureau 
to Secretary of the Treasury Gage. A 
State quarantine was threatened by 
the United States government, but the 
people of California made such opposi- 
tion that it was determined by Secre- 
tary Gage to send as commission to ex- 
perts here to determine whether or not 
plague really existed. This commission 
was selected by the Marine Hospital 
Bureau, and without consultation with 
local or State euthorities. It was com- 
of Profs. Flexner, Novy and 
er, two having spent several years 
in the plague district of China and 
India. 
SECRET INVESTIGATION. 
"These gentlemen arrived in San 
Francisco about the middie of January, 
and began a secret Investigation, as- 
sisted by the City Board of Health, Dr. 
Kinyoun and Dr. J. H. White, chief 
varantine officer of the United States. 
The investigation continued for six 
weeks, and in that time it was claimed 
by the commissioners that they found 
six live and five dead cases of genuine 


cams physically and by bacteriological 
examination, and say that there is no 
doubt in their minds as to the nature 
of the disease. In this opinion Dr. 
White concurs. While the commis- 
sioners felt it their duty to so report 
regarding the existence of the disease, 
they went beyond their instructions, 
and aleo reported that they did not 
consider that the existence of plague 
in San Francisco was inimical to the 
health of the people of San Francisco, 
as they believed it would not become 
contagious or epidemic. 

Dr. White, who was sent to this port 
by the government to look into the 
necessity of establishing quarantine, 
said that he did not deem such meas- 
ures either advisable or necessary. He 
thought thateif Chinatown were put in 
a sanitary condition similar to that of 
the rest of San Francisco there would 
be no danger of the disease spreading 
to any other of the city, or of its 
becoming epidemic in Chinatown. Ac- 
cording to the idea of Dr. White, it was 
considered necessary to change condi- 
tions in Chinatown by a thorough ren- 
évation of that quarter, isolation of 
any case that was suspected as being 
plague, and the fumigation of the sus- 
house. He believed that such 
would put an end to all dan- 
ot infection or spreading of the 
isease. Dr. White also said that he 
id not think plague would ever spread 
Chinatown to any other part of 

the city of San Francisco. 


SURE IT WAS PLAGUE. 
In the investigation made by the 


the werk was done with the aid of the 
Chinese Six Companies, and every case 


‘ef iliness, of whatever nature, in 


Chinatown, was reported to them, and 
they made personel visits to the sick 
Chinamren. In the six weeks of con- 
stant attendance upon all the sick Chi- 
nese in San Francisco they found six 
cases which they say were unmistakably 
cases of bubonic plague. These cases 
were in widely separate portions of 
Chinatown, no two of them being in 
the same house, and but two being in 
the same block. They said that they 
believed the disease had existed here 
for some time, and had lain dormant 
without showing any of the virulent 
characteristics noted in Asia. They 
believed that in San Francisco it would 
continue to lie dormant, and not be- 
come epidemic unléss conditions were 
changed. They strongly advised, how- 
ever, -that due precautions be taken at 
once to prevent such a possibility, and 
to this end advised a house-to-house 
examination of Chinatown with segre- 
gation and isolation of all suspected 
cases. They suggested that wherever 
a case was found, it be isolated just as 
a case of smallpox, and the house thor- 
oughly fumigated. If necessary, the 
house should be quarantined until per- 
fect fumigation had been accomplished. 
They believed that such measures 
would out the dis- 
ease, prec e possibility of its 
spread. 


OLD-TIME MALADY. 


It is claimed, on the other hand, by 
old physicians of San Francisco, not- 
ably among the number being Dr. 
Levi C. Lane, one of the oldest practi- 
tioners of the city, that the malady 
diagnosed as bubonic plague’ by the 
commission has existed in San Fran- 
cisco for the past twenty years. These 
hysicians claim to have treated simi- 
ar cases during all the years that 
Chinatown bas been in existence.

STRANGE STONE HEAD. 
Relic Found in Kansas Which Seems 
to Show Intercourse Between Ancient 


Inhabitants and the Aztecs. 


{Kansas City Journal:] A tiny stone 
head in the collection of George U. 8. 
Hovey of White Church, Wyandotte 
county, Kan., has given its owner a 
very fruitful subject for thought, and 
has also interested the wise men at the 
Smithsonian’ Institution, Washington, 
and the Peabody Museum, Boston. 

This interesting little relic is about 
the same size as the Micture of it which 
accOmpanies thig article. It was carved 
from stone, and in color is of a light 
yellowish cast. Mr. Hovey picked it 
up near the great storehouse of an- 
tiquities around the three mounds of 
Wyandotte county, Kan. 

“It was found buried under the ac- 
cumulation of soil some little distance,“ 
gaid Mr. Hovey, “and must heve been 
there for years, perhaps for centuries, 
before Europeans came to the country. 
That it was a well-executed piece of 
work is very clearly shown by an ex- 
amination. It was the workmanship, 
no doubt, of one of the best artisans of 
the time. Does it represent the face of 
a man or woman? The big nose, that 
Napoleon liked in his generals, and the 
width between the eyes, seem to favor 
the sterner sex. Markings for the hair 
are not shown. If it was made from 
the face of a woman the model must 
have been aa Amason—perhape the 
Mrs. Nation of ber day. But still more 
important is the question, from what 
race did the ancient sculptor model the 
head? Was this model from the East 
or the West, from Egyptian or from 
Japanese? Answer that and you may 
have a key to the origin of the early 
inhabitants of this land.” 

The back of the head is flat: and at 
the bese are two projections with 
notches. This, Mr. Hovey thinks, indi- 
cates that the stone wag to be fastened 
to a plece of wood. Other stones with 
projections that might have been made 
to represent a nose have been found 
in the neighborhood. “After making 
markings with ink to indicate eyes, 
mouth and ears, we have,” said Mr. 
Hovey, “a very crediteble Brownie. 
These dress it in fanéy furs, trim with 
bright feathers and you have a toy 
that would set the tongue of any little 
one w ng and her eyes dancing 
with delight.

In other 
words, he thinks that there was more 
intercourse between the different tribes 
and peoples that once inhabited this 
country than many rsons suppose, 
“Our curio being then of foreign 
make,” he said, “leads us to believe 
that in the long time ago the tribes 
were not continually at war. There 
were periods of peace in which the 
pleasures of domestic life were culti- 
vated and when art and even luxuries 
were not unknown. 

“The people must have traveled and 
they mugt in some way or other have 
had communication with each other. 
May not the continent have been 
marked by well defined trails or roads? 
Coronado in his journal—of course this 
‘was at a much later period than that 
of which I have been speaking—records 
the fact that he often met and saw 
dogs hauling furs from one part of the 
country to another. Long journeys, too, 
were made by canoes on and 
rivers. Perhaps, then, if these lips 
could speak they could teil us that this 
old head made the journey from Yuce- 
tan to Kansas in just about the same 
time that an equal distance could have 
been made in the countries of Euro 
or Asia at the same time in the world's 
history. Prof. Oates Mason of the 
Smithsonian Institution has been in 
correspondence with me about the relic 
and, perhaps, he will have another 
and different and more interesting 
theory regarding it.

Berbers of Algeria Are Descendants of 
a Race Possessing Civilization and 
Show Vestiges of It. de 


{London Express:] The Berbers of 
Algeria are pecple of whom there is 
much good to be said. Whether in the 
olive-clad mountains of Kabylia or the 
terraced valleys of their Aurasian fast- 
nesses, they are white men and in 
general act like white men. 

Very little is known about them in 
this country, but Anthony Wilkin 
has written so fascinatingly about 
them in his admirable book, “Among 
the Berbers of Algeria,” that there is — 
no excuse for us to remain longer in 
ignorance concerning this interesting 
race of men. 

Among them the virtues of honesty, 
hospitality ane good nature are con- 
spicuous; a it is something of a 
misfortune to reflect that Mohammed 
anism and the fact that they fio 
longer dwell in the lo nds prevent | 
them entering, as they would other-' | 
wise have entered, on the path ef peace 
and progress. 

Descendents of a mighty race, whose 
culture once spread from the Atlantic 
to the Red Sea and the Hauran, from 
Crete to Timbucto end the Soudan, 
there are still to be found among them 
vestiges of the arts and sciences, of 
the spirit of conquest, and the ca 
for self-government which, if deve 
oped, would again make them a great 
nation. 

The Berber omen of the <Aures 
wash their garments on the 
soaking them, treading upon them, a 
spreading and trampling each piece 
until it is quite clean. They have biue 
eyes and fair -skins, and, unlike the 
true daughters of the prophet, gaze 
unveiled upon the casual unbeliiever. 

Throughout the Aures district the 
houses are built on the same plan. 
When a cliff can be found to form the 
back wall it is used as such, Mr. Wil- 
kin informs us. If the cliff contains 
a hole or hollow, so miuch the better. 

The walls are made of blocks of 
stone set in mud instead of mortar, 
the larger érevices being filled with 
splinters. and the smaller with frag- 
ments; while in the better houses the 
square faces of the stones are set out- 
ward in such a way as to give @ 
very regular appearance. 

Inside these houses are generally 
stone benches, which have been carved 
from the rocks, or are bullt of odd. 
stones and plastered flat with mud. 
1 — floors also are of rock leveled with 
mud. 

The animals are sometimes stabled 
in the family room, but as often in @ 
seperate stall, either under or close 
to the main building. The women 
regularly sweep the roofs every morte 
ing: nor are the villagers as dirty as 
might be suppcsed. / 

At sunset th: women come up from 
the streams bearing water in go@t- 
skins, or faggots, or forage, all piled 
upon their backs. For the most part 
they are dressed in black or dark blue 
gowns, gathered in at the waists with 
brightiy-colored woolen girdles. 

Some wear sandals of grass neatly 
plaited, and these are commonly worn 
by the men as well. Many women 

o barefoot, however, like the en- 

ren. 

The wives of the rich and indulgent 
husbands are often loaded with coarse 
silver ornaments, including a gigentis 
pair of anklets that weigh nearly a 
pound, and clank like chains on the 
legs of the proverbial ghost. 

The headdresses vary greatly in the 
matter of color, but are more or less 
based on a squarish turban, over which 
gaudy handkerchiefs are arra with 
scrupulous care and an exce t eye 
for effect. 

The servants wear practically the 
same garments as their masters and 
are treated so nicely by them that it 
is difficult for a stranger to distin- 
guish them at once. To notice a serv- 
gnt, however, in the presence of @ 
kaid would be a grave breech of eti- 
quette. 

Often your host will insist on wait⸗ 
ing on you himself, and on these de- 
casions he will not touch a mouthful 
himsele until he sees that his guests 
are satisfied. 

The Berber is a born trader, who 


‘will think nothing of tramping for 


miles to gain a few pence. 

Though tattooing is expressly for- 
bidden by the Koran, the practice pre- 
valls among the Berbers of Algeria. - 
The girls often have a blue cross on 
the forehead between the eyes. 

Whatever the women think, they u- 
stantly act—elope with some young 
spark, take to — 

maturely, leaving a sorrow us- 
— with an all-too- numerous family. 
They ere creatures of impulse.

FROM SANTA MONICA.

Rushed by Trains to Port Los Angeles 
Between Days and Herded Aboard 


Ship Before Sunrise—III-conditioned 
Apparently Well Fed. 


SANTA MONICA, March 14.—[Regu- 
lar Correspondence.) Two trains bear- 
ing 545 Porto Ricans stole through Los 
Angeles county on the Southern Pacific 
under cover of darkness last night, and 
by daylight this morning the islanders 
were all aboard the steamer Zelandia, 
at Port Los Angeles. Shortly after 9 
o'clock the steamer's lines were cast off 
and she was undeg headway on her 
course for Honolulu. 

The greatest secrecy as to the move- 
ments of the special trains bearing the 
Porto Ricans was maintained by the 
Southern Pacific. The raliroad officials 
pretended not to know where the trains 
were, nor when they would arrive. 

The men, women and children, under 
comtract to serve on the plantations of 
the Hawaiian Islands, arrived at the 
long wharf at 1 am., and remained 
aboard their trains till between 4 and 5 
oclock. Breakfast was served on the 
ie and then as old Sol was almost 
in view in the east they were hustled 
over the gang plank near the zen- 
landia’s bow and were quickly urged 
aft to the quarters which will be theirs 
at

deck aft. With big bright new tin cups 
filled with the steaming + go and gen- 
erous slices of bread and butter, tne 
voyagers were a cheerful-looking lot. 
Butter was evidently a delicious mys- 
tery to them, for instead of reading 
it they put it on the bre in bg 
chunks. Many of them tossed a part 
of their coffee overboard, and ga, ly 
rineed the — * in the washbow!ls along 
the ship's IJ. One boy laid his bread 
on the washstand while he drank hs 
coffee, and then cheerfully munche+ 
the bakery product without taking the 
trouble to how much of the wash- 
bow! overfiow it had absorbed. 
Before the ship sailed some of the 
people on the up a coilec- 
tion and purchased a lot of candies and 
other delicacies, which were tossed into 
the thick mass of humanity aboa:d 
ship. There was a wild scramble for 
the sweets, and the inter-island g obe 
trotters gave vent to their pleasure 
with a babel of 1 -screams.

KERN LAND VALUE. 
SUGGESTION FOR ASSESSOR. 
Land owners in the Kern River field 

are considerably worked up over the 


matter of assessment of oil land in 


that section. Several days ago it was 
announced that the assessor had de- 
cided to fix the valuation of land at 
the price it is being held for by the 
various companies. A storm of pro- 
tests greeted this proposal, end it is 
now proposed that a uniform valuation 
of $1000 an acre be put on the property.
